From present indications, Miss Ada Sweet 
will be compelled to walk the official plank on 
the 80th of June next. 
A long consultation 
was held by Commissioner Black and Secretary 
Lam ar in reference to Miss Sweet’s case. 
The 
positive refusal of Miss Ada to surrender upon 
the demand of the commissioner has excited 
the wrath of that official and increased bis de­ 
termination to accomplish her removal. 
The 
commissioner is resolved to stand by his ac­ 
tion in demanding Miss Sweet’s resignation,and 
In this he will be supported by Secretary La 
mar. 
So much was determined upon at the 
conference held by the secretary and bis com­ 
missioner 
What the president may do in the 
matter is not known. 


On March 17 last, Acting Commissioner Har­ 
rison, of the general office, directed the regis­ 
ter and receiver of the land office at Los An­ 
geles, Cal., to publish notices to the effect that 
the lands included within the laud grant of the 
Texas Pacific railroad company had been re­ 
stored to the public domain and were open to 
settlem ent 
Ou the next (lav Harrison ad­ 
dressed a letter to the Los Angeles laud office, 
staling that the lands in the limits of the grant 
to aid 
in the construction of the branch 
lines of the Southern Pacific railroad would 
not be effected by this restoration, the latter 
road having been constructed within the time 
fixed by law. 
Ou the 4th in st . Commissioner 
Sparks wrote the same land office revoking the 
instructions of March 1 \ a n d saying: 
“You 
will be governed by the instructions of March 
17, directing you to give notice of the restora­ 
tion of all lands heretofore withdrawn from 
the Texas A Pacific railroad" in California. 
Mr. Sparks says the second letter of Harrison 
should not have been written. 
It seemingly 
put within reach of the Southern Pacific rail­ 
road company a half million acres of laud to 
which it had no right or color of title. 


Operations Under Certain C lasses of E n­ 
tries ot Land in the N orthw est and E lse­ 
where Suspended. 
Tho commissioner of the general land office 
has ordered that final action in the land office 
upon all entries of tb© public lands except pri­ 
vate cash entries, and such scrip locations as 
are not dependent upon acts of settlement and 
cultivation l>« suspended in the following 
localities: All lands west of the first guide 
meridian, Kansas; all west of range 17 west, m 
Nebraska; the whole of Colorado, except lands 
in the Ute reservation, all lands in New Mexico, 
Montana, Wyoming and Nevada, and that 
portion of Minnesota north of the indemnity 
limits of the Northern l ’&cfic railroad and 
east of the indemnity limits of the Chicago 
Minnesota A Manitoba railroad. 
Final action 
in the land office is also ordered to be sus­ 
pended upon all timber culture entries under 
the act of June 3, 1878, which have not already 
been examined; also in all cases of desert land 
entries. 
There have been a good many charges of 
fraud made at Washington and throughout tho 
country in regard to pine and other land entries. 
Minnesota had its share thereof during the 
past two or th-ee years, as all will remember. 
Corporations and private syndicates have been 
charged with hiring men to make pre-emption 
entries and then transfer their claims to the 
former. 
It is douhtlees true that this plan 
has been practiced to a considerable extent 
and the government and 
honest 
settlers 
defrauded. 
To 
prevent 
further 
fraud 
of this 
nature is 
presumably 
the 
ob­ 
ject 
of 
the 
order. 
Its 
effect will 
be 
to prevent <#o«l proving up on all pre-em p­ 
tion, homestead and timber culture entries—in 
fact on all entries on public land except where 
land has been offered for sale, in which latter 
case one may purchase by private cash sales, 
but only iu this manner.* Scrip locations are 
also excepted. 
The object is probably to al­ 
low the commission to investigate the num er­ 
ous charges of fraud and refuse to allow final 
proving up in cases where fraudulent intent is 
evident 
It 
can 
work 
no hardship 
to 
the actual settler, as it will only defer his time 
for final proving up, and it is not likely that 
tho government will throw any hindrance m 
the way of one w ho is proved to l>e an aetual 
settler. The order affects but little land in Min­ 
nesota, only that between the eighth and tenth 
correction lines and the fourth and fifth m eri­ 
dians—tho strip from Lake Superior we#t to 
Bed Lake reservation. 
A large portion of this, 
also, will not he aff ected, as it is not yet su r­ 
veyed.

Dumas took i 
thirty mounted inon armed with Remingtons i 
and met Crozier’s force a few miles from th s 
spot where the trail 
enters a coolie and 
bluffs. 
Both parties stopped. The half-breeds 
were ordered to scatter in the bush, in order 
that they might not lie so much exposed 
Crozier thought a surround was attempted, 
and fired first 
The half-breeds lost four kil­ 
led and two wounded 
Crozier had thirteen 
killed, who, according to the last storv, were 
left on the field.

Dr. Oscar Lenz of Leipsic is about to explore 
the Congo valley, alone, uuder the auspices of 
the Berlin and Vienna geographical societies. 
He w ill ho gone eighteen months. 


Mr. Gladstone stated in the house of com­ 
mons that he saw no reason why the present 
difficulties with Russia could not he settled by 
Ordinary diplomatic methods. But the govern­ 
ment is continuing its preparation for arming 
the fast ocean steamers. 


A dispatch from Berlin to the Standard states 
that Lord Rose berry, lord privy seal and first 
commissioner of public works, has arrived at 
Berlin, charged with a mission from tho B rit­ 
ish government to invite Prince Bismarck to 
meditate between Great Britain and Russia. 


Commander Kano, of the Galena, has tele­ 
graphed Secretary Whitney from Colon, under 
date of April 6, as follows: 
The Panam a rail­ 
road company is getting the road iu order. The 
government troops are anxious about their 
prisoners. 
The railroad company and the Ga­ 
lena are feeding troops. All are in need. There 
is great anxiety among the troops in Panama. 


Brissou has completed a cabinet, and al­ 
though the names of the members have not 
been made public, it appears certain that the 
ministry will be composed as follows:

Brinson, president of the couueil and minister 
of public instruction; I)e Freveinet, minister 
of foreign affairs;

Pierre Legrand, agriculture; Herve Mangou, 
commerce: Cuvinot, post and telegraphs; and 
Admiral Galiber, probably, marine and the 
colonies. 


Central American Com plications. 
Gon. T. B. Bunting of New York, who some 
years ago held a prominent position in the 
army of Guatemala, has just received a letter 
from an American gentleman living in Guate­ 
mala, which throw’s much light on the Central 
American complications. 
T ie letter which is 
dated Guatemala, March 12, after speaking of 
Barrios’ announcement of his designto consol­ 
idate the five republics, says: 
As Salvador now sends ambassadors to dis­ 
cuss, and perhaps to arrange matters to make 
common cause, Barrios has deferred offensive 
operations. 
Still, not to he taken unawares, 
he has despatched (as they say) 10,000 troops 
to the frontier. 
1 think the number may rxi 
exagerated, hut troops are leaving every day, 
and a large amount of ammunition,equipments, 
etc., 
is being sent 
forward. 
Volunteers 
come pouring in from all quarters, without the 
necessity of ‘‘returning the fees,” for this man 
has, as he alone can do, imparted his magnet­ 
ism to the people. 
Many foreigners are offer­ 
ing their sendees, and things are being pushed 
with a vigor aud energy that leaves doubt of a 
speedy and glorious termination of the conflict. 
Barrios sees all, understands all, orders alL 
With a memory that staggers at nothing, a per­ 
ception as quick as lightning, a mental scops 
taking in everything at a glance, personal 
bravery amounting to temerity, a cocl head 
that never loses its judgment, and an energy 
that knows no faltering, he compels sucess, 
and will, l>eforo many months roll around, 
mako of this weak, disintegrated country a 
■olid, strong, prosperous republic. 


Tree Claim s and Roads. 
A correspondent at Redwood Falls asks if 
a man who has lived on a tree claim with his 
family six or seven years, and lias planted all 
the trees required of him, can properly sign a 
petition for the laying out of a new town road 
without waiting until he has made final proof 
of his claim. 
The statute (chap. IS, sec. SS), 
requires that a petitioner for the laying out or 
altering of a town road shall he a iegal voter 
and must own real estate “or occupy real es­ 
tate nnder tho homestead or pro emption laws 
of the United States, or under contract with 
the State of Minnesota" within one mile of the 
proposed roadway. 
Legal advice obtained up­ 
on the subject is to the effect that as tree claims 
are not mentioned hv the law, an occcnant of 
sueh a claim, unless he has come into full 
possession thereof by proving up, is not pi >p- 
erly a signer to a roadway petition—that is hi0 
signature should have no weight

M urders in Dakota. 
At Clifford, Dak., recently, in a saloon row 
between M. Plummer aud Peter Daily, the 
former wai shot dead. 
The constable took 
Daily to Caledonia. 
Pierre, Dak., Special Telegram: 
Startling 
developments were made in the Bell-Small 
m urder case. 
Bennett, the accomplice of Bell, 
has turned state’s evidence, and on infor­ 
mation given by him the body 
of 
Small 
was 
found buried in a piece of newly- 
plowed ground 
about four 
miles 
from 
Ilarold aud two miles from B lunt 
The soil 
had been first removed, a shallow hole dug 
and carefully replaced to avoid discovery. 
The body of Small wrapped in a blanket and 
covered with the blood-stained overcoat of the 
murderer. 
It was in a good state of preserva­ 
tion. 
The m urder was committed with 
a 
hatchet, the skull being broken at a num ber of 
places and the neck gashed in a horriblo man­ 
ner. 
The excitement is great, aud the lynch­ 
ing of Bell i* excitedly discussed by the crowds 
forming ou the streets. 
F. S Small, the victom of this murder, was 
last fall a candidate for prosecuting attorney 


P h il Sheridan on Gen, Grant. 
The I’hil&delphia Ledger prints, by permis­ 
sion, the substance of sumo rem arks during a 
conversation by Gen. Sheridan at a dinner 
party iu Washington recently. 
Tho article 
quotes Gen. Sheridan as saying: 
It is sad to think of G ea Grant dying under 
such physical torture as is inflicted by this ter­ 
rible disease and under such mental anguish as 
I know he endures in consequence of the un­ 
fortunate business failure that overwhelmed 
lam and his family. I could never comprehend 
why the old man (all soldiers call Gen. Grant 
the old man,) went into business, and particu­ 
larly why lieset himself up iu Wall street. From 
the time he imbibed this business notion I 
have always felt that Gen. Grant was off his 
base, and that he had lost that abundance of 
caution that has always cliaractized all hia 
movement. 
I have listened to him talk about 
making money in perfect amazement. 
He 
imagined ho had a talent for making money, 
and that his sous all possessed this talent to’a 
remarkable degree, 
lie seemed never to tire 
of talking about this when we were so situat­ 
ed as to he free from interruption, aud when 
we could talk with freedom of bygone flays. 
Now I know that Gen. Grant did not possess 
the talent or genius for making money. 
His 
nature is too generous aud confiding for th at 
His talont m connection with money was in an 
opposite direction and caused him to get rid of 
money in a very short time. 
He could never 
keep money before he set up in Wall street, 
and you all know he is a very bright fellow 
who can keep money after he gets there. 
What most surprised me, however, was that he 
should talk so much about this newly discov­ 
ered talent 
He talked persistently, aud he 
could talk well when he talked of accumulating 
money. 
As I noticed his earnestness of man­ 
ner, I sometimes thought that I understood 
him in this particular. 
Still, I could not en­ 
tirely divost myself of the apprehension I 
felt ou his account and his very persisten­ 
cy aud earnestness 
added 
to 
my fears. 
Why, I never knew Grant to talk about the 
f;reat abilities which he did possess and which 
he world recognized 
No one ever heard lum 
talk about his great 
military 
talents 
or 
boast about his splendid achievements in the 
field, and yet Grant knew that he had extra­ 
ordinary abilities in this direction, because his 
movements were brilliant and the success that 
attended them showed him this. 
Indeed, Gen. 
Grant had greater talent for conducting cam­ 
paigns and fighting armies than he wan really 
aware of. 
Nobody, however, ever heard him 
talk about what lie possessed in this direction 
and the simple fact that he descanted so free­ 
ly to mo on his money making talents started 
a suspicion in my mind that his previously 
strong mental forces were breaking up and 
that lie was rapidly moving away from his 
previous well-established lines of prudence 
and safety. 
Later in the evening returning to Gen. Grant 
he spoke of the reluctance with which Gen. 
Grant left the army to liecome president 
You have seen the statements to the effect 
that the “old man” laid plans to secure the 
nomination for the presidency in ’68. 
There 
is no foundation for such statements. 
And I 
know whereof I speak. 
I know that his feel­ 
ings and desires were at that time touching his 
future. 
He wanted, above all things, to re­ 
main with the army lie loved, and whose 
idol he is still, and had had no ambition to bo 
president. 
He doubted las ability to discharge 
the duties of president, hut atx>ve all, ha had 
no taste or inclination for civil office. 
The Washington Star publishes an interview 
with J. A J. Creawdl, in Gen. Grant's cabinet 
as postmaster general over five years. 
Aft* r 
speaking of the general's fondness of his fam­ 
ily, evenness of temper, the unflinching dis­ 
charge of his official duties, and his great cour­ 
age, Mr. Creswell said: 
1 asked Grant once, if, when giving orders 
for an engagement he was not appalled hv the 
great 1 >ss of life which would ensue, 
kfc re­ 
plied: “No. It was war, hut I realized what it 
meant. 
I never gave such orders until I was 
satisfied it was the best comae to pursue, and 
then I was willing to shoulder the responsi­ 
b ility ." He added many men failed as com­ 
manders simply because of the unwillingness 
to assume this responsibility. He spoke of two 
men who were fearless in tbL respect, Sherman 
and Sheridan. 
The latter in particular, he 
thought was jxjssessed of ample courage to do 
what seemed best, and be responsible for the 
outcome. It wasn't nwbne** and beodiessnoeH, 
but fearlessness in assuming responsibility for 
the results ” Grant did not desire to be p r e s i ­ 
dent a third term for any glory or reputation, 
but his sole object was to reconcile the North 
and South, and I think he would have done it 
thoroughly. 
The solid South wouid have been 
a thing of the past

The Reporter. 
It is singular the public generally 
does not accord the reporter the per­ 
sonal honor that is his rtuc. 
He is es­ 
sentially the public’s very faithful ser­ 
vant, and public servants are ordin­ 
arily held m specially honorable re­ 
gard. 
As it is, he is, as a rule, looked 
upon as a tolerated rather than favor­ 
ed individual. 
This should not be. 
The reporter occupies a position very 
nearly at the front among the elements 
that contribute to the progress of the 
world. 
lie is one of the most useful 
products of the nineteenth century. 
There were reporters, of course, an 
hundred years ago, but they were only 
feeble prototypes of the reporter of to­ 
day. 
lie represents in himself and his 
calling the eager quest of the world 
for information. 
As tho newspaper 
has grown in value the reporter nas 
grown in importance, for it is by the 
work of the latter that the former is 
maintained. 
There are many persons 
usefully employed in journalism who 
arc not reporters and they will take no 
offense at the assertion that to the re­ 
porter belongs the chief seat of hon­ 
or among journalists. 
There are re­ 
porters of many classes and grades, 
but their duties are very similar. 
It 
would appear that there was a great 
deal of difference between 4‘doing” a 
police court and dealing with affairs of 
contentious statesman, but the differ­ 
ence is not nearly so great as some 
may imagine. 
Almost the same abili­ 
ties are called into play and in each 
instance the aim is the same—accur­ 
acy and completeness. 
The qualifica­ 
tions necessary to the successful prose­ 
cution of his work are multifarious. 
He must be able to discover, penetrate, 
apprehend and realize. 
He must have 
an agreeable manner, courage, nerve, 
presence of mind, resources that never 
fail. 
His discretion 
must

ex­ 
quisite; his judgment exact; his con­ 
clusions irrefutable. 
Usually he must 
work without definite orders and at the 
same time do everything necessary to 
the proper presentation of the subject 
iu hand.

ing process; for the latter have been, 
in many cases, men brought up in 
France and Germany in the w ine-mak­ 
ing business. 
It is a mistake to sup- 
posse that the finest grapes—that is, 
the finest to the taste and sight—are 
also the grapes that produce the finest 
wines. As a m atter of fact, the grapes 
from w hich the most renowned vinta­ 
ges have been obtained are fruit that, 
in their native state, are attractive 
neither to the eye nor to the palate, 
and, what is more, are grow n upon 
soil of the poorest character.

The Plow of the Basutos. 
Very recently MM. Japollet and Dyke 
hi&ve made a journey through certain 
hikherto unexplored parts of Basuto­ 
land. 
Previously we had only been 
well acquainted with that part of the 
coun‘vrv wlueh extends fronVthe Drak­ 
ensberg Mountains to the Caledon 
River, and the harrow band of territo­ 
ry in the northwest which abuts on the 
Free State. 
More than three-fourths 
of Basutoland are occupied with a 
great chain of mountains which sepa­ 
rates it from Natal and Griqualand 
East. 
The height of these mountains 
and the consequent cold have hitherto 
prevented the Basutos from settling 
there, as Katir corn does not come to 
perfection m these altitudes. 
Never­ 
theless the mountains are always a 
refuge for the people in time of dan­ 
ger. The last war with the Cape col­ 
ony has caused a host of strange abo­ 
rigines from Griqualand East and else­ 
where to swarm into the Basuto coun­ 
try, and has led may of the natives to 
leave their own villages in quest of 
new pasture grounds. 
Three years 
ago a movement for the occupation of 
the mountain heights commenced, and 
the Param ount Chief Letsie, as M, 
Jaeollet explains, has turned to advan­ 
tage by encouraging the emigration of 
many of his own people who were liv­ 
ing in the more populous parts of the 
country. This movement still goes on, 
and is likely to continue until villages 
are established in all favorable spots.

Discipline in the Chinese Army. 
The Shanghia correspondent of The 
Lotulon and Chinese Telegraph thus re­ 
ports: “ I am told that the garrison of 
the YY'oosung forts is to be reinforced 
by four thousand men, who will march 
for their post in a day or two. 
A few 
Chinese soldiers passed through the 
settlem ent to-day in full panoply of 
w ar—that is, all of them had umbrel­ 
las opened out to keep their jackets 
dry as they marched in the rain. 
Some of them had rifles on their shoul­ 
ders in any way but the right one, 
more of them had flags with which tc 
scare the French. 
They were most oY 
them line fellows, but lack the very 
essentials of making them formidable 
against an enemy, although they w'ill 
no doubt prove formidable to the 
peasantry in the neighborhood of their 
camp. 
The lack of discipline is a 
fruitful cause of trouble in the Chinese 
arm y; oflieers are often unfit for their 
positions, and unable to control the 
men under them by gentle means, but 
they are willing to use harsh ones. 
Flogging is quite 
common in the 
Chinese camp, and there appears to 
be no limit to the number of strokes 
an offender may receive. 
For any 
infraction of the rules of propriety any 
number of strokes from fifty to five 
hundred, or even five thousand, may 
be given. 
I have 
often seen two 
thousand administered to a man for 
slight offenses. 
Sometime the lictor 
himself gets licked for being to gentle 
in the use of his bamboo. Of course a 
long-continued beating on the fleshy 
part of the thighs, however gentle, 
soon beats the flesh into a black and 
deadened m ass which is often broken 
and bleeding, and takes a long time to 
cure. 
The marks generally remain 
during life, but that is a m atter ol 
small consideration to officers who 
have themselves suffered sueh punish­ 
ments.

The W ashington monument has al* ! 
ready been turned to a scientific use. ! 
Prof. Simon Newcomb has been using 
the top of the monument for measur­ 
ing the velocity of light, and believes 
that he has obtained more accurate 
data for estimating the distance and 
m agnitude of the sun. 
The velocity 
of light is measured with a degree ol 
accuracy never before obtained.

Newcomb tells a reporter of the Phila­ 
delphia Times that he thinks the erroi 
in his calculations can not exceed 
one four-hundred-millionth part of f 
second.

The Northern Pacific will com 
mence work on the completion of 
the Pokegama branch as toon as 
figures for doing the frost work in 
grading can ba obtained. 
Three 
miles of grading have already been 
done satisfactorily, but, owing to 
the fact that the company is anxi 
ous to commence operations imme 
diately, it is necessary for them te 
deceive bids for doing the work 
while the frost is yet in the ground. 
Work will also be commenced at 
once on a union depot at West 
Superior, from wThich all passenger 
trains running to the head of the 
lake will depart. 
As soon as this 
work is completed the Northern 
Pacific trains from Brainerd will 
run this side of the St. Louis river 
to West Superior via the Pokegama 
branch, and thence down the long 
trestle to Superior, and thence to 
Ashland. 


Anecdote of Cen. Grant.

And Ward raised the $25,-

The election called on Tutsday 
to vote on issuing $50,000 of Crow 
YVing county bonds to aid in the 
construction of a dam across the 
river at this place wa« a very quiet 
and orderly occasion. 
In the city 
there was 731 rotes polled, 725 tor 
and six against issuing the same. 
The vote in the different wards was 
as follows: 
First YYrard—239 for and none 
against 
Second YVard—1J4 for and two 
against. 
Third W ard— 126 for and three 
against. 
Fourth YVard—186 for and ene 
against. 
The vote in the outside precincts, 
as far as have been heard from, 
stood as follows: 
Deerwoodr-Seven for and eight 
against. 
Bay Lake—Eight for and nene 
against. 
Mille Lacs—Seven for and seven 
against. 
Fort Ripley— Five for and sixty- 
four against. 
Fractional 
township 
44—33— 
Fourteen for and none against. 
Thus it will be seen th at out of 
the whole county vote in which 
there are some 1,500 or 2,000 voters 
there are less than a hundred men 
who were opposed to the issuing of 
the bonds, arid these men were u n ­ 
doubtedly misinformed as regarded 
the real intention of the election. 


The Duluth Herald in a recent 
issue pours the following oily article 
apon the troubled minds of it* 
readers: 
It is very probable th a t if, by 
any accident, caused by neglect or 
indifference, 
St. 
Louis 
county 
should vote bonds in aid o f the 
Brainerd road, the company would 
not be entitled to them . 
A ques­ 
tion at law might arise by which 
the scheming gentlemen wfould be 
deprived 0/ the benefits of their 
trickery and brazen audacity. 
It 
is very doubtful if a county cculd 
be forced to pay the bonds to a road 
which does not come within its 
border*, and if, by a subterfuge 
similar to the present, the vote 
should go by default and the bonds 
should carry, the people would haye 
good reason to protest, with more 
than a chance to have their protest 
■ustained b y law . 
But the citizens 
of this countv, m ust not on th at 
account allow the election to go by 
default. 
They will hare to go to 
the polls and vote no, with a great 
big “ N .” 
It may se«*m a ridiculous 
position to be placed in, to have to 
go to the polls at th^ bidding of 
outsiders, but we m ust grin and 
bear it— and 
remember it after­ 
wards. 
If 
that 
Brainerd road 
should ever be built the managers 
can no more prevent the wheat 
from coming this way than they 
can prevent water flowing down a 
hill. 
The 
wheat will seek the 
nearest outlet to the sea and cheap­ 
est route as certainly as an u n ­ 
supported stone 
will fail to the 
ground. 
This is fixed by great 
economic, and j>erhaps natural laws, 
and no single railroad company can 
prevent it. 
As far as Duluth is 
concerned, it has no objection to 
the building of the Brainerd road, 
for it will he only one more outside 
factor in its growth, but it will 
have the benefits 
without being 
compelled to issue bonds. 
D uluth 
objects to the efforts making by the 
Brainerd men to kill off the Duluth 
<fc W innipeg road, and while re­ 
cognizing the Brainerd view of it, 
begs permission to say th at her 
own view is diametrically opposite. 
YVhat Duluth is after and wi 11 get, 
is direct comm unication with the 
upj»er portions of the Red River 
valley, and when it has secured 
this, then »he will put on a pair of 
seven league boots, and stride up 
alongside of the effectionate twin 
cities on the Mississippi, Selah.

ial of the dead or for the caring for 
the sick and wounded.—“Carp.”

It is singular the public generally 
does not accord the reporter the per­ 
sonal honor that is his Vine. 
He is es­ 
sentially the public’s very faithful ser- 
i vant, and public servants arc ordin­ 
arily held in specially honorable re­ 
gard. 
As it is, lie is, as a rule, looked 
upon as a tolerated rather than favor­ 
ed individual. 
This should not be. 
The reporter occupies a position very 
nearly at the front among the elements 
that contribute to the progress of the 
world. 
He is one of the most usefnl 
products of the nineteenth century. 
There were reporters, of course, an 
hundred years ago, but they were only 
feeble prototypes of Hie reporter of to­ 
day. 
Ile represents in himself aud his 
calling the esger quest of the world 
for information. 
As the newspaper 
j has grown in value the reporter has 
grown in importance, for it is by the 
work of the latter that the former is 
maintained. 
There are many persons 
usefully employed in journalism who 
are not reporters and they will take no 
offense at the assertion that to the re­ 
porter belongs the chief seat of hon­ 
or among journalists. 
'There are re­ 
porters of many classes ami grades, 
but their duties are very similar. 
It 
would appear that there was a great 
deal of difference between “ doing’’ a 
police court and dealing with affairs of 
contentious statesman, but the differ­ 
ence is not nearly so great as some 
may imagine. 
Almost the same abili­ 
ties are called into play and in each 
instance tlie aim is the same—accur­ 
acy and completeness. 
The qualifica­ 
tions necessary to the successful prose­ 
cution of his work are multifarious. 
He must be able to discover, penetrate, 
apprehend and realize. 
He must have 
an agreeable manner, courage, nerve, 
presence of mind, resources that never 
fail. 
His discretion 
must 
be ex­ 
quisite; his judgment exact; his con­ 
clusions irrefutable. 
Usually he must 
work w ithout definite orders and at the 
same time do everything necessary to 
the proper presentation of the subject 
in hand. 
In no other business, per­ 
haps, are so many qualifications de­ 
manded. 
Is it any wonder satisfac­ 
tory reporters are scarce? 
The reporter is a most disagreeable 
person to the individual who has an un­ 
easy conscience. 
The embezzler; the 
thieves of the public treasury; the 
robbers working within the bound of 
the law; the politicians who have cer­ 
tain opinions for themselves and others 
for the people; rascals with schemes 
afoot none of these are favorably in­ 
clined toward the reporter. 
And just 
here may be cited a fact of -peeial mo- 
nmnt as indicating the very response 1 
ble position occupied by this unpre­ 
tending member of the pres?. 
The 
people have become so accustomed to 
tru-ting to toe newspapers for informa­ 
tion regarding public 
affairs 
that 
almost entire dependence is placed 
upon them for knowledge relating to 
the conduct of public affairs. 
If there : 
i" anything wrong in the adm inistra­ 
tion of these trusts it is left to tile I 
newspapers lo discover it and by mak­ 
ing due report, to enable tho people? 
to apply the proper remedies. 
This ! 
work is assigned tho reporter. 
They, j 
therefore, go about as representatives * 
plenipotentiary of the people. 
There i 
cannot lie much more important em­ 
ployment than thi-. 
That the trust re­ 
posed is fully regarded, the downfall 
of many a public robber attests. 
And 
a royal set of fellows are these re­ 
porters! How incorruptible they are, 
every newspaper proprietor knows. 
Many an over-worked, poorly paid, 
shabby reporter has refused, without 
hesitation and with the utmost scorn 
bribes that would have made him 
almost rich, and gone on unswerv­ 
ingly in the line of duty, w itll never a 
thought of regret, finding his sole re­ 
ward in the fact of duty fulfilled.

The Plow of the Basti tog. 
Very recently MM. Japollet and Dyke 
h^ve made a journey through certain 
hitherto unexplored parts of Basuto­ 
land. 
Previously we had only been 
well acquainted with that part of the 
country wlueh extends from*the Drffk- 
onsberg Mountains to the Caledon 
River, and the narrow band of territo­ 
ry in the northwest which abuts on the 
Free State. 
More than three-fourths 
of Basutoland are occupied with a 
great chain of mountains which sepa­ 
rates it from Natal and Griqualand 
East. 
The height of these mountains 
and the consequent cold have hitherto 
prevented the Basutos from settling 
there, as Kafir corn does not come to 
perfection in these altitudes. 
Never­ 
theless the mountains are always a 
refuge for the people in time of dan­ 
ger. The last war with the Cape col­ 
ony has caused a host of strange abo­ 
rigines from Griqualand East and else­ 
where to swarm into the Basuto coun­ 
try, and has led may of the natives to 
leave their own villages in quest of 
new pasture grounds. 
Three years 
ago a movement for the occupation of 
the mountain heights commenced, and 
the Paramount Chief Lctsie, as M, 
Jaeollet explains, has turned to advan­ 
tage by encouraging the emigration of 
many of his own people who were liv­ 
ing in the more populous parts of the 
country. This movement still goes on, 
and is likely to continue until villages 
are established in all favorable spots. 
War and politics combined have thms 
had the effect of bringing under cul­ 
tivation a desolate region. With char­ 
a c t e r i s t i c energy, tne Basutos nave set

It is a mistake to sup­ 
po se that the finest grapes—that is, 
1 the finest to the taste ami sight—are 
■ also the grapes that produce the finest 
wines. As a m atter of fact, the grapes 
from which the most renowned vinta­ 
ges have been obtained ore fruit that, 
in their native state, are attractive 
neitlu r to the eye nor to the palate, 
and, what is more, are grown upon 
soil of the poorest character. 
The as 
sertion is frequently made that we 
should be able to produce in this coun­ 
try just as good champagne as is 
grown in France, but those making 
this statement seem to forget that 
there is only a small section of France 
where the grapes needed for the mak 
ing of champagne wines can begrown 
lf the projier quality of grapes coulc 
be produced in other parts of France oi 
in other European countries, the mon 
©poly 
of 
champagne 
manufacture 
would not rest with the province o! 
Champagne and land in its immediate 
vicinity. 
The trouble has been hith­ 
erto that instead of following the Eu­ 
ropean method of producing the class 
and grades of wines for which the soil, 
I climate and grapes are 
peculiarly 
adapted, we have imitated various 
kinds apparently oblivious of the fact 
that these foreign wines owe their in­ 
dividuality to geographical, geologica 
and climatic conditions. 
For this rea­ 
son if American wines are ever to be 
successfully produced, they must be 
produced as American wines; other­ 
wise they will lie but a poor imitation 
of the products of the old world.—

Discipline in the Chinese Army. 
The Shanghia correspondent of The 
London and Chinese Telegraph thus re­ 
ports: “ I ani told that the garrison of 
the Woosung forts is to be reinforced 
by four thousand men, w ho will march 
for their post in a day or two. 
A few 
Chinese soldiers passed through the 
settlement to-day in full panoply of 
war—that is, all of them had umbrel­ 
las opened out to keep their jackets 
dry as they marched in the rain. 
Some of them had rifles on their shoul­ 
ders in any way but the right one, 
more of them had flags with which tc 
scare the French. 
They were most ol 
them fine fellows, but lack the very 
essentials of making them formidable 
against an enemy, although they will 
no doubt prove formidable to the 
peasantry in the neighborhood of their 
camp. 
The lack of discipline is a 
fruitful cause of trouble in the Chinese 
army; officers are often unfit for their 
positions, and unable to control the 
men under them by gentle means, but 
they are willing to use harsh ones. 
Flogging is quite 
common in the 
Chinese camp, and there appears to 
be no limit to the number of strokes 
an offender may receive. 
For any 
infraction of the rules of propriety any 
number of strokes from fifty to five 
hundred, or even five thousand, may 
be given. 
I have 
often seen two 
thousand administered to a man for 
slight offenses. 
Sometime the lictor 
himself gets licked for being to gentle 
in the use of his bamboo. Of course a 
long-continued beating un the fleshy 
part of the thighs, however gentle, 
soon beats the flesh into a black and 
deadened m ass which is often broken 
and bleeding, and takes a long time to 
cure.
